2 tablespocns butter 

2 tablespoons flour 

Vi teaspoon salt 
Dash pepper 

2 teaspoons melted butter 

Vi teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 

1 cup milk 

2 hard cooked eggs, coarsely 
chopped 

1 cup corn flakes
